DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to amendments filed on February 1, 2010. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5 and 13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims in the application are deemed to be directed to a nonobvious 
improvement over the invention patented in US 6,1 93,1 09. Independent claims 5 and 
13 include limitations drawn to a coupling ring having a projection to fit into a recess 
portion of a piston, the hollow portion of the piston communicating with the outside 
through a center portion of the coupling ring so that the coupling ring acts as a valve 
portion of the piston. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
